THREAT MADE BY THE GERMANS

Embassy Denies Charges of Im- 
treatment to Prisoners in Dahomey 
and will Send Teutons to Work in 
Swamps if Measure is Adopted by 
Berlin. 


(BY A FP. NIGHT WIRE.) 
WASHINGTON, June 19.— An- 
nouncement of Germany’s intention to 
condemn French prisoners of war to 
labor in swamps, in retaliation for 
alleged mistreatment of German pris- 
oners in French hands, has brought 


inotice of retaliations by the French. 


At the French Embassy today this 


jstatement was issued: 


“In accordance with a statement of 
the Overseas News Agency, ‘the 
French government refuses to miti- 
gate the brutal treatment being ac- 
corded German civil and military pris- 
oners in tropical Africa. This is par- 
ticularly true in Dahomey.” As a 
measure of retaliation the German 
government intends to compel French 
ers to cultivate swamps.’ 

“As a fact the mass of such Ger- 
man prisoners as have been sent to 
Africa is not in Dahomey but in Al- 
geria, Tunis and Morocco. The two 
first regions have been recently visited 
by the delegates of the American Em- 
bassy in Paris and the other by Dr. 
De Marval, a Swiss citizen, and a 
delegate of the international com- 
mittee of the Red Cross. The reports 
of these visitors testify to the favor- 
able conditions as to food, clothing 
and work obtaining in those places. 

“As for the few hundred of Ger- 
mans kept in Dahomey, they were 
captured in the not remote colonies of 
Togo and Cameroun; they receive fair 
treatment; the statement that they 
were badly treated had been contra- 
dicted by the American Consul at 
Monrovia; their general health is 
good. On the coming, moreover, of 
the bad season, the French govern- 


diment has decided to move them to 


Northern Africa. If the German 
authorities follow thetr intentions con- 
cerning French prisoners, German 
ones in the same number will be 
similarly treated.”

garian quarters it was sald this prob- 
ably would never be permitted unless 
the allies guaranteed sufficient terri-

TEDIOUS TRENCH WARFARE.

LONDON, June 20.—A special cor- 
respondent at the Dardanelles for 
Reuter’s Telegram Company, in a 
vivid dispatch describing the general 
assault on the Turkish lines on June 
4, by which the allied forces scored 
gains heretofore recorded in official 
communications, devotes considerable 
space to the snugness of the Turkish 
position as indicative of the tedious 
trench warfare yet to ensue. 

“The situation here tends more and 
more to resemble hat with which we 
have become familiar in France,“ 
Says the correspondent. “We have 
an enemy here less fertile in re- 
sources than the Germans, less well 
equipped, less vigorous in attack, but 
on the other hand, he has advantages 
which the Germans cannot claim. He 
has ideal defensive positions, with the 
narrow peninsula one fiank and his 
left safe from attack by sea and both 
incapable of being turned by land, as 


they stretch down to the water's 
edge. 
“Another advantage the Turks 


Possess, or ought to pos@ess, is a large 
supply of reserves quickly available 
for the fighting line. Though the 
Turk has no railways to feed the pen- 
insula, he still has a far shorter dis- 
tance to bring his reinforcements, 
even if they march from Constantin»- 
ple, than we with all the resources 
of civilization at our command.” 

The correspondent adds that pris- 
oners taken by the allies are ill-clad 
and sorry looking, but says that their 
hard luck stories must be taken with 
a grain of salt. 

“Many captives,” he says, pro- 
fess to be untrained, put in the ranks 
to fill gaps——statements at which the 
British officers smile.” 


BRITAIN IS PAYING 
FOR SEIZED COTTON 


FIRST INSTALLM' T OF NEARLY 
A MILLION ON «HE CARGO 
OF THE KINA,

LONDON, June 19, 7 p.m. —The 
British government today made the 
first payment of £165,000 ($825,000) 
on the cotton cargo of the Danish 
steamer Kina, which sailed from Sa- 
vannah, Ga., on April 15 for Rotter- 
dam. The payment was made to A. 
G. Hayes, representing the American 
owners of the cargo. 

The British government also has 
made partial payment for the cotton 
cargoes of the nish steamer Livonia, 
the Swedish steamer Dicido and the 
American steamer Navajo. 

The American steamers Portland 
from San Francisco to Stockholm and 
the Seaconnett from New York for 
Gothernburg have been taken into 
Kirkwall. The cargo of the latter 
vessel is being examined, but no ac- 
tion has yet been taken in the case 
of the former. 

The customs authorities have or- 
dered that 4560 tons of mixed grain, 
consigned from an American firm to 
Norwegian ports on the Norwegian 
ship Nordkyn, be discharged for prize 
court proceedings.

FOR CADETS.

ANNAPOLIS (Mad.) June 19.—The 
first appearance on the stand of a 
defendant midshipman marked today’s 
session of the court of inquiry which 
is investigating the “cribbing” scan- 
dal at the Naval Academy. Midship- 
man A. C. Rogers was the witness, 
the regular routine having been bro- 
ken to allow Rogers's counsel to be 
away the early part of next week.

J GUARDS LEMBERG 


DEFINITE CRISIS REACHED IN 
GALICIAN CAMPAIGN. 


Arrival of Austro-German Armies 
Before Grodek Positions Brings 
Them in Contact with Strongest 
Defenses Which Slavs Have Yet 
Interposed to Their Advance. 


—— 


(BY ATLANTIC CABLE AND A. P.] 
PETROGRAD, June 19 (via Lon- 
don.)—The arrival of the assembled 
Austro-German armies before the 
Grodek positions, to the west 
Lemberg and along the river Tanew 
which runs easterly across the south- 
ern part of the province of Lublin, 
has brought the Galician campaign 
to a definite crisis. The Russian abil- 
ity to retain Lemberg and Eastern 
Galicia depends, it is generally 
agreed in Petrograd, upon this last 
strong line of defense which now 
alone protects Lemberg from the on- 
ward rush of the Germanic armies. 
The Russian forces are strongly for- 
tified on the heights of the east of the 
Grodek Lakes and the Austro-Ger- 
man assault on these positions will 
present greater difficulties than were 
encountered in breaking down the 
Russian defenses on the Dunajec and 
San Rivers, which yielded to the num- 
bers and compactness of the new 
German formation that hacked a way 
through Galicia. The German forces 
farther north which crossed the Kus- 
sian border are meeting with strong 
resistance on the part of Russian 
troops from the province of Lublin. 
Thus far the Germans appear to have 
been held at the Tanew River. 

The Russian line in the Grodek 
region eighteen miles in length, is of 
such great strength by reason of the 
character of the country, that it is 
believed here a successful frontal at- 
tack would be impossible. South of 
this region, between Komarno and 
‘the Dniester marshes, the country al- 
lows an easier approach, but this pas- 
sage is considered too narrow to be 
practicable. A conflict, therefore, is 
expected in the north where the Ger- 
mans are advancing straight from the 
San towards Radrusz, thirty-five miles 
northwest of Lemberg.

BRITISH DENIAL. 

{BY ATLANTIC CABLE AND A. P.) 
LONDON, June 19.—The British | 
Admiralty has announced officially 
that the German submarine U-29, 
which was sunk the latter part of 
March, fell a victim to a British war- 
ship, the name of which is not dis- 
closed. The presumable reason for 
this tardy announcement became ap- 
parent only when a flood of Berlin 
editorials in which it was stated that 
the U-29 was sunk by a merchant 
ship flying the Swedish flag, reached 
London. This being accepted in Ger- 
many as a fact, it was argued edi- 
torially that Germany could not re- 
lax one whit her warfare against 
merchantmen which might ram and 
destroy submarines seeking to search 
them before firing a torpedo, 

At the time the U-29 was sunk it 
was rumored in England that she was 
rammed and cut in two by a battle- 
ship or dreadnaught. 
The British statement said: 
German newspaper editorials 
reaching London today are all based 
on the theory that a British mer- 
chantman and not a warship, as as- 
serted by the British Admiralty, sank 
the German submarine.” 


AMERICAN NOTE 
AND WEDDIGEN.

RERLIN (via London,) June 19. 
7:35 p.m.—Under the headline of 


“Weddigen and the American note,” 
the Kreuz Zeitung in a leading arti- 
cle today resumes consideration of 
submarine warfare.

GERMANY WANTS PEACE. 


Germany wants peace now, but so 
far has — to admit it officially 
or t Invoke mediation in any formal 
manner. 

The general opinion here is that 
Germany fears a formal.step in the 
direction of peace would be con- 
strued by its enemies as a confes- 
sion of defeat. 

Diplomats representing the neutral 
nations promoting the plan for a 
mediation conference say that this 
fear of confessing defeat is what pre- 
vents each of the belligerents from 
taking any definite steps to end the 
war. Hence, they argue there is all 
the greater need of a convention of 
neutrals to endeavor to put the bel- 
ligerenta into a different frame o 
mind, and help them to enter upon 
— parleys withant injury to their 
pride. 

Germany wants peace now because 
Germany is victorious now. Germany 
occupies about all of Belgium and a 
large portion of Northern France, has 
driven the Russians out of Fast Prus- 
sia and is helping the Austrians push 
the Czar’s armies out of Galicia. Ger- 
many has checkmated the utmost en- 
deavors of the French and British 
armies on the western front. Eng- 
land and France are suffering from 
shortage of men and ammunition. 
Russia has plenty of men but tnsuffi- 
cient equipment and ammunition. 

) Germany has plenty of men, am- 
munition, and equipment, plenty of 
food for the army and the nontom- 
batant population, and an organiza- 
tion of military and naval resources 
that compels the admiration of the 
world. 

ON GERMANY’'S TERMS. 

German officials here say that any 
peace made in the nest six 5 
Will be on Germanv's terms, but they 
admit that their country, hemmed in 
by enemies whith may recruit still 
more aid, cannot hold out forever. 
They fear the tide will turn even- 
tually if the allies hang together long 
enough to wear Germany out. 

Consequently, Germany would like 
to end the war while the advantage 
is on its side. Berlin has high hopes 
of forcing Ruesia into a separate 
peace before the Czar can replenish 
his ammunition supplies, Ger- 
mans belleve that one more victory 
equal to the capture of Préemys! will 
incapacitate the Russians for an of- 
fensive campaign for six months at 


least. The probability that France 
will be ready to quit. by the time 
snow files has been publicly discussed 


in England. 

The German peace terms are well 
known, Berlin demands the Belgian 
Congo as compengation for the evac- 
vation of Belgium and the cession 
of Morocco or other African terri- 
tory as compensation for the relin- 
quishment of Northern France.

Against Neutrality. 
Britain has Station on Pacific’ 
Coast, it is Said. 


[BY DIRECT WIRE—EXCIASIVE DisraTcH.) 
CHICAGO BUREAU OF THE 
TIMES, June 19.—Federal officials 
today intercepted a squad of twenty- 
six recruits for the British army 
bound from San Francisco to New 
York. They were headed by Lieut. 
Kenneth Croft, who said he is on the 
way back to England to join his regi- 
ment. The recruits are all English- 
men. They arrived over the Chicago, 
Milwaukee and St. Paul Rallroad at 
the Union Station at 9:15 o'clock in 
the morning. Agents of the Bureau 
of Investigation of the Department of 
Justice, headed by Chief Hinton G. 
Clabaugh, had been at the depot wait- 
ing for them for several hours, a 
tip having been received from the 
West that the men were on the way 
east. 
The Federal agents were armed 
with thirty-fve warrants issued by 
United States Commissioner Lewis F. 
Mason, charging violation of neutra!- 
ity laws by enlistment in the army 
of a belligerent nation. The govern- 
ment sleuth’ waited until the men 
gathered around a bus ready to be 
transferred to the Michigan Central 
station. 
Iieut. Croft and his assistants 
were taken by surprise when Chief 
Clabaugh stepped up and told them 
they would be detained by the gov- 
ernment. Instead of being taken to 
the Michigan Central station, the 
Englishmen were taken to the Fed- 
eral Building and subjected to a grill- 
ing examination for several hours 
and then released. 
It is understood Lieut. Croft agreed 
to remain in Chicago pending an in- 
vestigation of alleged recruiting ac- 
tivities on the Pacific Coast. 
Three of the men dropped off the 
train en route to Chicago and two 
got away when the Federal offi: als 
collared the crowd at the Union 
Depot. The remaining twenty start- 
ed east on a Michigan Central train 
at 3 o'clock this afternoon. All the 
men denied they had enlisted and 
the government had no evidence to 
the contrary. For that reason the 
warrants were not served. Their ad- 
missions, however, will be made the 
basis of a searching investigation by 
the government. 
This is the first crowd of alleged 
recruits captured in Chicago. A ship- 
ment of men for Englend was de- 
tained in New York a week ago. That 
crowd also passed through Chicago on 
the way from San Francisco. Govern- 
ment agents have been atationed at 
every railroad station in Chicago for 
ninety days. 
Edward Qualtrough of Liverpool, a 
Manxman originally, was one of the 
men. He told the government offi- 
als that a British society in San 
Francisco is conducting the shipping 
of men to England. 
Federal officials regar

Residents of Lower Sections 
Making Preparations. 


Weather Bureau Warns the 
Bottoms Dwellers. 


All Rivers in Missouri are Re- 


ported on the Rise. 


[BY A P. NIGHT WIRE.) 
KANSAS CITY (Mo.) June 19.— 
Residents of the lower sections of 
Kansas City tonight were preparing 
to meet flood conditions, which, ac- 
cording to the government weather 
bureau, may prevail within forty-eight 
hours. 

In the big wholesale and packing- 
house district of the west bottoms 
hundreds of men were at work carry- 
ing goods to second floors and every 
precaution was being taken to prevent 
such losses as oceurred seven years 
ago when the Kansas River swept 
across the lowlands and ran into first 
flocrs of many buildings. 

Most of the foreign labor employees 
of the packing-houses live in the 
bottoms. The district also contains 
many of the big wholesale houses

PREDICTS FLOODS. 


P. Connor, weather observer, said 
he expected flood conditions to pre- 
vall in the districts by Monday. The 
principal business and residence dis- 
tricts of the city, he said, will not be 
affected. 

A new storm era extending al! over 
Kansas and Western Missouri pre- 
vailed last night and early today. The 
heaviest precipitations were in the 
northeastern part of Kansas and 
amounted to about two inches.

EUROPE’S DIFFICULTIES 
TO PAY AMERICA’S BILLS. 


EW YORK, June 19.—The new 

level for virtually all forms of 

foreign exchange at New York, 
in spite of inflow of gold in unprece- 
dented volume, shows the difficulties 
of this country’s debtors in meeting 
their obligations to us. The gold re- 
plenishment coupled with the moder- 
ate demands on the domestic money 
market, brings up the bank reserves 
of local clearinghouse institutions to 
$200,000,000 in excess of the legal ro- 
quirements, with the Federal redis- 
count but slightly encroached upon. 

Wise employment of this prodigi- 
ous mass of credits is the foremost 
financial problem to be met. The 
needs of our foreign debtors evidently 
are most pressing, involving also con- 
tinuance of trade advantages which 
the wars necessities have brought to 
us. A plan favored by American 
bankers and proposed by French and 
English government authorities looks 
to the deposit here as collateral for 
a loan to them by American bankers 
of American securities now held in 
Europe. 

Superiority of this collateral over 
war bonds is emphasized by Great 
Britain’s proposal for additional 
issue of $1,750,000,000 and by sta- 
tistics of the huge total aggregate of 
such bonds in all countries. The de- 
pressing influence on prices of the 
liquidations of these American secur- 
ities would also be avoided. Definite 
details dealing with these phases of 
the situation are looked for in the 
coming week.

THE CHECKERBOARD OF THE WAR.| 
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BY HARRY CARR. 


N EWPORT (R.L) June 19.—In New York one comes in al- 
most direct contact with the European war. It is easy to 
meet officers of all nations who have either gone to the front them- 
selves or are in direct touch with the front. I find that none of 
these military men have the slightest confidence in the tentative 
peace movement now under way. On the contrary all the officers 
I have met are firmly convinced that the war must drag on for at 
least two years more. , 

The obstacle to peace is the ownership of Belgium. After all 
the lives and treasure it has cost, the German public will not now 
hear of any plan for peace which involves surrendering Belgian 
soil. England, on the other hand, must drive the Germans out of 
Belgium. The military safety of the British Empire would be im- 
periled if the German military machine were allowed to remain 
just across the channel. The very badly mussed up prestige of 
Great Britain also demands that England make good her promise

to restore Belgium at whatever cost. 
THE CRUEL MILITARY VIEW. 

Aside from these considerations, most of the military men, 
although they deplore its horror, think it would be unfortunate to 
have the war come to an end this summer. Nothing would have 
been accomplished. The war would surely be followed on the part 
of all the nations by the building of new machines of war; then 
another and a worse war would break out. 

\ Terrible as the fighting is, army men think it would be better 
now to go on until one or the other side is crushed beyond hope of 
future military activities. | 

The German officers state very frankly that from now on the 
Austro-German-Turkish forces will be compelled to fight on the de- 
fensive: that they will not again resume the offensive during the 
war. They feel that it will be impossible, however, for the allies 
to break down the German defense in any theater of operations. 

A German officer, just returned from Constantinople, brings 
news of the actual conditions there. He says the allies are only 
battering the outermost rim of the Turkish defenses and that they 
haven't any chance whatever of ever taking the Turkish capital. 
He denies, however, that the British assault upon the Dardanelles 
was a stupid blunder, as the world seems to believe. At the time 
it was undertaken the Turks were in the midst of a menacing attack 
upon Egypt. He says this march of twenty thousand Turkish troops 
across the Arabian desert was one of the most remarkable cam- 


paigns in the military history of the world. 

DID NOT REGISTER. 

This campaign was expected to be in conjunction with a re- 
bellion in Egypt which failed to develop properly. The Turks, 
however, had succeeded in sinking three British warships in the 
Suez (news of which was suppressed by the censor) and were able 
to deliver a severe blow at Egypt when the attack upon Constanti- 
nople compelled the abandonment of the campaign. 

As to Russia, the Germans believe that the Russian army is 
absolutely through for the present. If it were possib!+ for the Ger- 
man army to drive through and capture Petrograd, the Russian 
army would be completely eliminated for the rest of the war. This 
of course is not possible on account of Germany's other foes. The 
general belief is that if the war lasts two or three years, the Russians 
will come back again in great force. , 

ON THE ITALIAN SIDE. 
The next great activity will be seen on the Italian side. No 
special effort has been made thus far to check the Italian advance. 


The intention has been to allow the Italian army to advance to the 
edge of the Austrian zone of trenches. This point has about been 
reached. German officers have no respect for Italian military 
prowess. The feeling is that the Italian troops are temperamentally 
unable to stand the intense nervous strain of heavy shell fire. Un- 
censored letters to some of the New York papers state that the 
Italian soldiers do not obey their officers, that the unrest of Italian 


Socialism has spread to the army. 

On the western frontier, it is contended by the Germans that 
they have so thoroughly fortified all the ground that a million 
Italian soldiers thrown in to help the French would not turn the tide. 
Most of these facts are admitted by the allies who rely on a 
long, wearing siege to exhaust Germany financially, industrially 


and as to the supply of soldiers.

Very Hardy and Furnish Fine and 

Juicy Meat. 

[St. Joseph News Press:] The 
eatalo is a new hybrid, whose com- 
ponents are cattle and buffalo and 
whose name is derived from the first 
syllable of one and the last two sylla- 
bles of the other. And the meat is 
said to be mighty fine and juicy. This 
new animal has been invented by 
Western breeders. “The catalo and 
the mule would be fret cousins,” 
writes Benton Bothwick in The Fore- 
cast, “if it were not that one belongs 
to the genus bos, while the other 
claims kin with the genus «quus. The 
bond between them is that both 
spring from mesalllances, the catalo 
being the offspring ot the buffalo and 
the gentle domestic cow. 
The catalo is so hardy that he e 
live on pastures which would be r

Mr. Bothwick states that the new 
species has really been estab! hed, 
and there are now a sufficient num- 
ber of cataloes to make it safe to 
prophesy that the new animal! wil! play 
a leading part in the future food sup- 
ply of the nation. “The range,” he 
says, “is the natural habitat of the 
buffalo, and the catalo appears to 
inherit from its wild progenitors this 
love of the open. Turn the catalo 
loose in summer and winter; it fat- 
much more rapidly than do- 
mestic cattle would under the same 
circumstances, and ite mortality rate 
is much lower, The driving bilzzard 
of North Dakota does not send a 
herd of catalo drifting before the 
storm—for the blood of the buffalo 
makes the hybrid turn and face the 
swirling snow.” 

Unlike the mule, we are told, this 
hybrid is able to perpefua ts own 
species. So far as is known, no males 
have ever been born from the first 
cross, so that the second generation is 
either three-quarters or one-quarter 
buffalo, as the case may be. From 
these are produced the true catalo, 
which has both species on both sides. 
“Before many years,” predicts Mr. 
Bothwick, it ls likely that the prob- 
lem of our meat supply will be solved 
by the blending of the American 
bison biood with that of the beef ani- 
mal that for a century has formed 
the main food dependence of the peo- 
ple of this continent.”

When the advice 
comes to bat it is thrown out as im- 
practicable.” 

For instance, what is the good of 
an Efficiency Commission if fs pur- 
ehased research and advice are not 
made avaliable? 

And why the Board of Public Utili- 
ties? That institution t# costing the 
city a lot of money, but every time 
its engineers report on rates they are 
discredited and additional money is 
spent only to prove that they are 
right. The difference between the cal- 
culations of an expert board and the 
determination of the City Council is 
an insignificant little matter known 
as “political effect.” 

When the sound results of cold and 
calculating engineering are subject to 
review by the Council, the people get 
the worst of it. Budget Commit- 
tee may take as a suggestion that, in- 
asmuch as the Council has never been 
konwn to accept as true the results of 
acientific investigation by the board's 
engineers, it would de in the interest 
of high economy to do away with at 
least a portion of the board and its 
expense. 

The State Rallroad Commission is 
about to take over all the work of 
fixing rates to be charged in Los An- 
geles by the various public utilities.

t this is not the first time that 
Imperial Valley newspapers have 
published unwarranted, sometimes 
vicious, attacks on The Times. Some 
of them were written by men- who 
were obviously venting personal spite 
or malice, and whose animus was 80 
Clearly indicated that their utterances 
were automatically discredited and 
shorn .of weight. 

In the domain of. pure cuasedness,” 
the Imperial Standard, during ite life- 
time noted for its hypocrisies and 
innuendces, frequently published slur- 
ring allegations against The Timea.

Other 
companies have intimated that they 
will do the same. 

On the other hand, the lack of even 
ordinary regulation in Los Angeles at 
the critical moment has foisted upon 
us the undesirable “jitney” bu. As a 
result of the competition of the un- 
regulated hack,“ the Los Angeles 
Railway Corporation and Pacific Flec- 
tric have been forced to lay off nearly 


1000 men. There is, of course, the 
compensation of the employment 
given the bus“ men, but it should 


be remembered that the chauffeur of 
the “jitney” is the conductor as well, 
and that neither the city nor the State 
derive much in taxes from them. 
RAILROAD BUILDING. 


A most, pertinent example of how 
labor suffers from the onslaught of 
undigested legislation is furnished by 
the present status of the railroad con- 
struction companies. Normally, four 
concerns, with headquarters here, em- 
Ploy 10,000 men. They * employ 
searcely one-fifth of this number at 
the present time. Many of these men 
grew up in railroad construction busi- 
ness and are misfits anywhere else. 

The lack of railroad construction 
work is due to adverse legislation ex- 
tending over a long term of years,” 
sald Howard Elliott of the office of 
General Manager Nutt of the Salt 
Lake. Needles to say, little con- 
struction means less business for the 
supply companies.” 

Say a company is pouring millions 
of dollars into a new venture, as the 
Pacific Light & Power Corporation 
was doing some years ago in connec- 
tion with ite Big Creek plant. To 
handle this work, the contractors, 
Stone & Webster, opened an office 
here. When running full force it em- 
ployed 1000 men, while tne expendi- 
tures for supplies ran into enormous 
sums, with many of the contracts 
placed here. Today this office is 
closed for the reason that neither the 
Pacific Light & Power Corporation, 
nor similar concerns, have the money 
to make expenditures that might keep 
this concern going. 

DEMOCRATIC GOODS. 


Nome may say, “Oh, it's simply a 
business depression.” True. But it 
is to be observed that it was fear of 
Democratic legisiation that started 
the leaven In the lump that has now 
become the bread of unfulfilled prom- 
ise. When the tariff was taken off 
articles in whose making we are 
competitors of the low-paid laborers 
of the old world, &@ movement was 
started that has closed factories all 
over thie land. Nor has there been 
the promised compensation of a low- 
ering in the cost of living. 

As a result the nimbleness of the 
dollar has been lessened. It is both 
harder to get and more reluctantly 
spent. For instance, the utilities of 
this State are having trouble in get- 
ting them from the improvements that 
they must perforcely make. In fact 
they are offering perhaps the biggest 
premiums in a generation for ready 
cash, and the applications made the 
State for Por-

mission to iasue bonds are more often 
than not of the kind where-the eager- 
ness to get the money has dictated a 

prayer for permission to market a 
$100 bond at discounts as high as 
$18. 

“We are making extensions only 
into territory where the return is ab- 
solutiy assured, for the reason that 
money is high,” sald Assistant General 
Manager Bullard og the Southern Call- 
fornia Edison Company. 

Reports of the Southern Pacific 
show but little extension work for the 
year, the Santa Fe has built a few 
miles of track in the San Joaquin 
Valley, the Pacific Electric has made 
one short extension, that from River- 
side to Corona. As for the Los Ange- 
lee Railway Corporation, what im- 
provement money it has spent has 
gone principally into street paving, a 
work that was forced upon it, 

Nor could it well be expected to be 
otherwise, for the Southern Pacific 
is more than $2,000,000 behind the 
last fiscal year in net income, in spite 
of retrenchments which at one time 
caused shop forces to be cut 50 per 
cent. The earnings of the other roads 
are little, if any, better, and the re- 
trenchment measures have been the 


same. 

All this loss in revenue has been in 
the face of crops that have been 
bountiful, and this, year promise to 
be greater than ever. Prices have 
also been uniformly good. But the 
fact remains that events that, eco- 
nomically, make for good, are 
latively negatived. 

BOOMERANGSB? 

As for workingmen's compensation, 
eight-hour and other alleged human- 
itarian measures, investigations by 
the United States Commission on In- 
‘dustrial Relations have revealed that 
the employer blazed the way to these 
desirable things long before they were 
legisiated into the statute books. But 
the employer, knowing full well that 
he could not-eat his cake and have it, 
was not so Utopian in the application 
as Legislatures have been. A result 
of these Utopian, or horizontal appli- 
eation of working mens compensa- 
tion, eight-hour and other measures 
has been either decreases in the aver- 
age pay-envelopes, or, more often than 
not, operating-economies that have 
affected many. 

To state that 50,000 men are out of 
work in the Southwest ts a modest 
estimate. It means real men who 
know how to work and want to work. 
It does not Include the large aggrega- 
tion of “won't works,” of whom the 
Southwest has many. It merely ins 
cludes 8000 men that the railroad 
construction companies have been 
forced to lay off because there ies lit- 
tle or no bullding, 10,000 men for 
which other construction companies 
have no work, a similar number of 
men laid off by gas, electric, telephone 
or electric Une companies because of 
retrenchments or by the fact that eup- 
ply concerns are selling 60 per cent.

ROWTH OF THE 


The growth of civil service in the 
United States and the accomplish- 
ments of civil service boards in 
various cities and counties for the 
advancement of popular interests 
were discussed by Dr. Henry Masko- 
witz, president of the New York Civil 
Service Commission, and Robert Cath- 
erwood of the Cook County (Chicago) 
Civil Service Commission at the 


luncheon of the City Club yesterday. 

Dr. Moskowitz declared that the 
civil service idea is based on the idea 
that government is something to live 
under rather than something to live 
on, and that as such, it is neither the 
conception of the “high-brow” nor 


“Civil service can develop invent- 
tiveness and resourcefulness,” sald Dr. 
Moskowitz. “Business houses have at 
times to discharge thousands of em- 
ployees because of inefficiency. You 
can learn much from civil service 
commissions in solving the problem of 
hiring help in ordinary business lines. 

“What civil service needs is to elim- 
inate the dead wood. Civil service 
should inspire men toward a definite 
goal and open the way for them to 
reach that goal.” 

Mr. Catherwood'’s paper was prin- 
ciIpally an exhibition of the work of 
the Cook County Commission in con- 
nection with the employment of 
physicians and surgeons for the Cook 
County Hospital. This institution, 
Mr. Catherwood said, is in some re- 
spects the largest in the country and 
it excels especially in the varied na- 
ture of service rendered and the num- 
ber of patients and the variety of 
diseases treated.

It was 
gently steaming—thin puffs of white 
steam were forced up from its depths 
and blown towards the scuth by a 
gentle breeze. Suddenly there issued 
a column of black smoke, rising 
straight toward the zenith. A long, 
horizontal, light-colored cloud lay ap- 
parentiy above the volcanc, but it 
must have been nearer than that 
summit, for the column of smoke was 
sharply cut off by it, but was quick- 
ly resumed above the cloud, where it 
expanded into a large volume of roll- 
ing masses with grayish edges It 
reached a height above the summit 
estimated by the mcuntaineers in the 
stage to be 5000 feet or more.

FRQM VARIOUS ANGLES. 
The sun doesn’t set till a late hour 
in those northern latitudes, and 
after dinger I went out to the forest 
station, a little beyond which there 
is a fine view of Lassen Peak, about 
eleven miles distant. Just beyond 
it was a cloud lit with a crimson sun- 
set glow. While endeavoring to im- 
press the contour of the summit upop 
my mind, a thing happened that I 
shall never forget. A black column 
of smoke shot aight up, expanded 
itself over the ‘face of the cloud, 
making a charming silhouette of its 
rolling, tumbling masses, and in t- 
teen or twenty minutes faded com- 
pletely from view. But transitory 
as Was the glimpse it was a picture 
that can never fade from the mind. 
Next morning one of my host's 
sturdy sons conducted me through the 
forest primeval” up the steep sides 
of Mt. Hampton, where the long, slip- | 
pery pine needles made it necessary to 
use a — pike staff in order to 
make any k of progress. Reach- 
ing a cleared space 1000 feet above 
the stream, we had a splendid view 
of the summit of Lassen Peak, only 
eleven miles distant. Only about 1200 
feet of the summit was Visible because 
Mt. Brokeoff, with a singular flat top 
and glistening with snow, intervened. 
But Lassen was steaming beautifully. 
From its profound depths the white 
steam was rising in unsteady but con- 
tinuous puffs and floating away to the 


Returning to the farm, another 
hitched up a double team and — 
me over the unfrequented road to 
Morgan's Hot Sulphur Springs, 
cending on the way a mountain on 
which a government monument bore 
the figures “5770 feet above the sea.”

volcano is seen only nine miles to the 
northwest. The springs cover two or 
three acres of level meadow. from 
every portion of which bubble little 
hot geysers charged with various min- 
erals. It is surrounded by steep crags 
as if it were the remains of an old 
erater not yet out of business, Its 
mud baths are said to be effective 
remedies for rheumatism. nu- 
merous springs are bordered by vari- 
colored encrustations.

Among them may 
be mentioned Devil's Kitchen, Bum 
passes Hell, Soupan Hot Springs, 
son Lake, Drake's Hot Springs, Lake 
Tartarus, the Geysers, etc, That these 
troubled springs are more or less al- 
lied with volcanic conditions seems 
probable, 
superficial, and result from the chem- 
ical action of subterranean water cur- 
rents, which, holding certain volcanic 
elements in solution, come in contact 
with other elements for which they 
have chemical affinity, and thus pro- 
duce heat and all the varied phenom- 
ena characteristic of the springs. 

Surrounding Lassen Peak, and with- 
in a radius of thirty miles, are many 
leaser volcanic cones, all, however, ex- 
tinct. Among them may be mentioned 
Cinder Cone, Magee’'s Peak, Keddie's 
Peak, t Peak, r Peak, 
8724 feet altitude; Harkness’s Peak, 
8875 feet; Burney Butte, 7880 feet; 
Tusean Butte, Black Butte, Inskipp 
Butte, Bald Mountain, ete. The scien- 
tific aspects of this wonderful region 
will be explained in another chapter. 

Returning to Payne's Creek, I went 
up to Manton, nineteen miles distant 
by stage. There two fine views of the 
volcano, seventeen miles to the east, 
were obtained. was from à point 
above the ditch, and the other from 
a considerable hill a little farther east. 
Manton {fs an interesting place—one of 
the oldest towns in Northern Califor- 
nia and noted for its orchards, one of 
the most extensive of which is owned 
by Mr. Forward. 

There is no villgge proper nearer 
the voleano than Manton, though 
Viola, nine miles from the summit, 
has a few houses, a mill and a school. 
The mill is worked by H. B. Loomis, 
who took the fine views herewith pre- 
sented. At Shingletown, eleven miles 
from Manton, there is a good hotel, 
and it is at the end of a mail stage 
road between that place and Cotton- 
wood, thirty-three miles away on the 
Sacramento River—a very rough road, 
improved by merely taking the lava 
boulders out of the track. 

From Shingletown one goes by auto 
to Viola, seventeen miles, and four 
miles farther to Manzanita Shoot, 8400 
feet altitude, and about five miles from 
the crater of the volcano. It ts, in 
fact, the best point from which to see 
the great mountain from summit to its 
base on the volcanic mesa. There it 
stands before you in all its rugged 
grandeur, and seeming very near in 
the clear atmosphere. 

CRATER DANGEROUS. 

The omits iteelf is not safely ap- 
proachable at present on account of 
the incessant spurts of steam and the 
possibility of an outburst of cinders 
and ashes, not to speak of lava 
bombs, at any moment. At such times 
a fine sand, ranging from an almost 
impalpable but gritty powder to very 
small pebbies, is projected with great 
violence from the throat of the mon- 
ster and carried to distances of fifteen 
or twenty miles. At Viola it was not 
difficult to gather quantities of this 
fine sand, which covered every e- 

d surface. 

* was on the northern and eastern 
aspect of the mountain that some 
large rocks were projected from the 
voleano or loosened from the crater 
rim and tumbled’ down the steep 
mountainside toward Manzanita Lake, 
four miles distant. This resulted from 
the tremendous and historic outburst 
of May 22, last, the most violent ex- 
hibition of voleanic energy since the 
mountain resumed activity on May 30.

HUGE HOT ROCKS.

could lightly touch them they could 
not press their hands upon them with- 
out sustaining blisters.

DENUDING FORCES. 


While Mr. Homans and his compan- 
tons, Forest Ranger Seaborn and C. 
K. McClatchy of the Sacramento Bee. 
were making their ascent, they met 
four youths from Cottonwood and An- 
derson who stated that they went 
within a mile of the top—about 9000 
feet elevaticn—and could hear the 
roaring of the volcano as it beiched 
frequent puffs of steam. According to 
Mr. McClatchy’s estimate hundreds 
of thousands of tons of rock and sand 
and ashes were hurled from the vol- 
eanc and swept down the mountain- 
side, searing and killing thousands of 
pine trees, denuding the valley of its 
natural soll, and leaving much of it 
abgoluteiy barren. 

at Creek received its peculiar 
name from the fact that in 1849 »@ 
considerable immigration poure d 
through Noble's Pass, and while 
crossing a swift stream one D. D. Har- 
rell lost his hat, was unable tc re- 
cover it and proceeded to his desti- 
nation at Shasta City bareheaded.

It is true that one person was seri- 
ously injured by falling stones. He, 
together with two companions, had 
ventured too near the crater after the 
first violent eruption, when another, 
but milder outburst occurred. They 
immediately fied the scene, but, blind- 
ed by the gsmcke and choked by the 
sulphurous fumes, made little head- 
way, when one of the was 
struck by a small stone and knocked 
down. On examination it was found 
that his collar bone was broken. For 
a short distance they dragged the be- 
numbed man down the mountain. 
Then he reccvered sufficiently to re- 
turn with them to headquarters. Im- 
agine the result if he had been struck 
by one of the big rocks! 

Prof. R. 8. Holway of the University 
of California headed a small party 
which scaled the voleano'’s peak five 
dave after the great eruption last 
month. It took eight heurs to make 
the ascent via Drake's Springs. It is 
his theory that myriads of white hot 
boulders and ashes, blown out by the 
subterranean forces, were mixed with 
the snow and earth on the mountain- 
sides and rolled down in the ficod..

It 
was the geological era when the giant 
voleanoes of Lassen and Shasta and 
the mountains ot the Cascade range 
from Mazama and the Three Sisters 
to Rainier and Baker were bern. Of 
this world-transforming era we shall 
speak in the conclusion & this article 
next Sunday.

Ordinance Passed by Council to Chief Eley ex- 
Give City Control Over Business 
and Insure Enforcement of Regu- 
lations Under Liability of Revoca- 
son After Conviction. 


Councilman Wheeler's pet plumb- 
ing ordinance was passed by the Coun- 
cil yesterday after amendment which 
reduces the annua! license for plumb- 
ers from $100 to $60, payable semi- 
annually. The reduction was made at 
the request of a delegation of s0- 
called “independent” plumbers who 
insisted that the ordinance would work 
a hardship on the “little fellows.” 

In general, the ordinance provides 
that every person, firm or corporation 
that does plumbing work, or offers to 
do plumbing work, on contract or for 
hire, must register with the City Clerk 
and pay the required license. No 
special examination is required, but 
the city, according to those favoring

check on the plumbers because of a 
provision whereby conviction of viola- 
tion of the ordinance automatically 
suspends a plumber's 
thirty days. The license feature is 
designed as a “protective tariff” for 
local plumbers to keep outside firms 
from’ bidding on local jobs unless 
they take out a city license.

Capt. John J. Knapp of the naval 
examining and retiring board, former- 
ly commander of the battleship Con- 
necticut, has been designated by Sec- 
retary Daniels as commandant of the 
Philadelphia navy yard to succeed 
Rear-Admiral William 8. Benson, now 
serving as chief of operations. 


Rear-Admiral Henry T. Mayo has 
been selected by Secretary Daniels for 
the position of first vice-admiral, pro- 
vided for by Congress. He will be as- 
signed to the Atlantic fleet, under Ad- 
miral Fletcher. Admiral Mayo be- 
came conspicuous last spring when 
he demanded from Huerta, then 
President of Mexico, a salute to the 
American flag. following indignitie 
to American marines at Tampico.

Albert of Belgium Watches 
the Indians at Play. 


Field Sports Held on a 
French Battleground. 


Show Given as Treat to the 
Peasants and Refugees. 


P. FOREIGN CORRESPONDENCE! 

BRITISH HEADQUARTERS IN 
FRANCE,June 1.—King Albert of 
the Belgians, who has not had many 
afternoons, off during the last eleven 
months, took one off to see a show— 
agymkana. He has stuck as close to 
his job in what remains of his king- 
dom as has many a desk-ridden man 
who cannot be induced to go to the 
mountains or to the seashore. 


Whether living in their own houses 
or refugees whose houses in the fight- 
ing zone have been demolished by 
shells, the French people in the rear 
of the British front have not had 
many afternoons off either. The 
women, the old, the crippled, and ev- 
ery child who could hold a hoe, had 
taken the place of the able-bodied 
men away at war. With the crops 
all in and the wheat ripening, word 
came that strange picturesque mortals 
from somewhere beyond the Arabian 
Nights country known as the British 
Indian troops, who had been refriger- 
ating through the raw Flanders .win- 
ter in French barns and outbuiidings, 
were going to give an exhibition of 
horsemanship. 

Everybody was invited and there 
was no admission fee. It was like @ 
free Wild. West show on the outskirts 
of a New England village. with a 
chance to see a heroic King, and if 
said. 

The scene was a small plateau, 
hardened by the hoofs of the caviry 
drill, the one space in Northern 
France which the industry of those 
too weak to fight had not made green 
with cultixation. Across the sweep the 
fields and groves which hid the 
trenches and batteries along the [rit- 
ish front was an almost unbroken 
silence, but farther north a section 
of the horizon was roaring like a gi- 
gantic muffied snare drum. 

DEATH NO TERROR. 

There French guns, hundreds of 
French guns, were busy firlng away at 
the German works known as “the 
labyrinth.” There men were being 
killed or wounded every minute, but 
those living near the front thought 
nothing of that. They are as used to 
it as is anybody living in the neigh- 
borhood of Niagara Falls to their 
roar. 

Joy was in the Indians’ hearts, the 
joy af a warming sunshine to children 
out of a winter icebox at last. The joy 
was shown in their dark eyes; it 
listened on their white teeth and it 
gleamed on the forest of their lances. 

They were free of swaths, the cloth- 
ing which the King-Emperor had sup- 
plied to them to keep out the Flan- 
ders cold. Sunshine had olled their 
muscles under their bronze skins. 
Broadway and Kansas in their dog 
days would not be too hot for them. 
This would be something like India 
and home. And white “sahibs” said 
two more monthe—July and August— 
which were warmer, still were coming. 

Those who had survived the trench 

warfare were going to show how well 
they had kept themselves during the 
winter. Particularly they were going 
to show how well they had kept their 
horses amid the mud and slush. As 
with the Cossacks, praise their horses 
and you praise them. 
Contrast and picturesqueness, if you 
please, were in the trot of these east- 
erns, a bit out of Durbars and Delhi 
in an obscure corner of Northern 
France, as they were reviewed by this 
giant, fair-haired King, with droop- 
ing straw-colored mustache, giving a 
Viking air. 


MANY “BRAVES.” 
Groups of Indian officers in the 
watching crowd rubbed elbows with 


French peasants. The French of dif- 
ferent regiments after a greeting re- 
ferred to some comrade who ha 
fallen since they last met. Then the, 
war and its horrors were forgotten in 
the British love of sport. An Indian, 
emiting a fierce, screaming yell, gal- 
loped down the field and impaled a 
small wooden peg stuck in the ground 
on the lance. 

„Bravo,“ called the officers, as he 
rushed by at top speed. Another In- 
dian tried the same thing and failed. 
“Too bad.“ was heard, but there were 
more “Bravos” than Too bads' spoken 
in the quiet way in which the British 
show their emotions. These officers 
were in India in spirit, rather than in 
France. They were the leaders who 
had made soldiers out of the human 
clay of the East, and had held them 
fast in the face of German shells as 
a part of the working of that exten- 
sive plant called the British empire. 
When it came to demonstrativeness, 
the French were the real fans. 
Grandfather, mother and children 
were having the time of their lives. 
It beat the movies in town, and there 
was nothing to pay either. They 
liked the way the Indians yelled. 
That made them seem like real, sure 
enough Indians. A British cavalry- 
man would only pick up a peg. He 
would not yell. 

As four riders, looking as wild as 
any theatrical manager would desire, 
came tearing down the field abreast, 
their white teeth gleaming as they 
uttered their screaming challenges, 
picked up four of those bits of wood 
at the same instant and waved their 
lanceheads aloft, a token of their suc- 
cess, to the King, one old Frenchman 
said: “I wish it had ween four Ger- 
mans they had speared in a charge.” 
It was a great day for the hard- 
worked French peasantry when they 
could see both the hard-worked King 
of the Belgians and an Indian 
gsymkana. And the roar kept coming 
from that distant section of the hori- 
zon where the steady hail of shelis 
was eating its way into the German 
trenches with the mechanical routine 
of steam shovels cutting into the side 


of a hill. 


EUCALYPTUS TREE ROOTS. 


Apparent Corroboration of the The- 
ory That They Extend as far into 
the Ground as Above It. 

{Bulletin of College of Agriculture: } 
The Eucalyptus tree develops its 
root system very rapidly as it grows 
from the young plant to the large 
tree. It is a general supposition in 
California that the tap root reaches, 
if unimpeded, to a depth below the 
surface of the soil equal to the height 
of the tree above ground; this in old 
trees would be fully 100 feet in allu- 
vial lands. Depths of sixty feet have 
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roots is well known to be very great, 
a root one-fourth of an inch thick 
having been observed by us in an or- 
chard near Riverside, at a distance of 
seventy-five f eet from the tree, 


and evidently its extension was 
fully twenty-five feet further. This 
large lateral devtiopment of the 


Eucalyptus roots, where the trees 
have been planted as wind breaks 
or for ornament, is a well-known 
sourct of danger to adjacent fruit 
orchards because of their great ab- 
sorption of soil moisture: in some 
cases deep trenches have been dug to 
cut the Eucalyptus roots and protect 
the orchard trtes. 

Tht Eucalyptus Timber Corporation 
of Tulare county has made observa- 
tions of the root development of young 
trees and found the downward de- 
velopment is even greater than they 
are usually credited with; and if the 
same ratio of increase is main 


tap root from 110 to 123 feet below 
the surface of the ground. This is 
not to be greatly doubted where depth 
of soll strata permits, for this deep 
penetration of the roots of other trees 
both ornamental and orchard, as well 
as of plants and grasses, in California 
solls is of common observation, as 
reported in previous publications of 
this Station.

Dr. E. E. Fournier Alba claims to 
have perfected an instrument at last 


newspaper print as soon as they have 
mastered a sound alphabet that is no 
more ‘complicated than the Morse 
code. | 

This instrument, according to the 
Louisville Courier-Journal, is based 


upon the effect which light has upon 
the’ electrical properties of selenium, 
a substance unique ameng minerals, 
in that it is a good conductor of elec- 
tricity in the light, but very resistent 
to the current when light is absent. 

By introducing t into the circuit 
of a telephone it is easy to see how 
graduations of tone would be caused 
by different intensities of light, and 
this, in fact, is virtually what Dr. 
Alba has done. 

There is a rapidiy-rotating disc 
perforated with concentric circles of 
holes, and the light of a Nernst lamp 
shining through these holes gives 
regularly recurring es, which are 
caught by a selenlum and a tele- 
phone. 

An image of this line of illuminated 
dots is thrown upon the type to be 
read, d the light, differently re- 
flected from the type, is received up- 
on a selenium bridge. 

Each dot has a characteristic tone, 
of course, and the sounds heard in 
the telephone vary with each varia- 
tion in the reflecting power of the 
sur under examination. 

y oving the letter press in the 
direction of the lines of type there 
will be sound changes with every 
change of letter, so that with some 
practice it is quite possible for the 
blind to read with their ears.

The theme does not make a story good 
any more than the theme makes it bad; 
sweet characters may be and often are stu- 
pid and wicked ones may de fascinating. 
All of which may seem platitudinous to 
those people who evade the hailstorm of 
goody-good, sweet, attitudinizing, cheerful 
fiction—much of which is greeted with the 
adjectives reserved for high merit alone. 
“The Primrose Ring” is a superior book of 
this type; it is entitled to the choice praise 
that rewards the artistic, human, bright, 
whimsical etory. 

Margaret MacLean, in charge of Ward 
C, feels a deeper, closer attachment for the 
incurable children than would otherwise 
have been had she herself not passed much 
of her girihcod prone on a bed in this very 
ward. But a wise old surgeon not only spun 
for her—a foundling—a romantic story of 
her birth and infancy, but proved that she 
was curable. 

Twelve times a year the trustees come to 
inspect the hospital and growl at the ex- 
pense; and twelve times a year the children 
of Ward C cry themselves to sleep. And 
now the senior surgeon wants more room 


+ for his surgical patients and the trustees 


decide to do away with Ward C and tits 
incurables. 
But the ogres know nothing of the ef- 


ficacy of the mystic primrose ring with 


which good faries are invoked. And a shy, 
lonesome, rich old woman—herself a trus- 
tee—answers the invocation of that flowery 
ring. Of course, she doesn't know anything 
about the magic—but the children do, espe- 
cially Irish Bridget. 

It is a story beautifully told, full of tears 
and smiles, written with the grace and 
whimsy becoming to a fairy tale.

as a dam builder, will not desert him in 
his hour of trial and tribulation. Indeed, 
not. The Secretary of the Interior himself 
vindieates James—that is the Secretary 
interests himeelf after Penelone (the wife 
of the paralytic) goes to Washineton to 
intercede and explain all about the anony- 
mons letters and publicity scandals. 

The parts descriptive of reclamation work, 
of the men at their toll, of the mountains 
and acenic beanties are good: thew are the 
only rerts of the book that have a basis 
of convincing reality.

to marry the “ruined” girl. 

Both of those situations occur in “Mary 
Moreland.” Two wives, one of whom is 
as good as her husband, while of the other 
we are permitted to nothing, are sac- 
rificed for the g tion of sentimental 
fictionites. 

Nor is it sarcasm to say that, except for 
these maudlin compromises with weepy 
readers, Marie Van Vorst has written a 
novel ably presenting the struggies of two 
girls, one of whom is the titular character. 

Maughn strongly resembles the typical, 
fictional business man whose wife does not 
understood him and whose stenographer 
does. He urges Mary to run away with 
him; she consents, but shortly afterward 
meets Mrs. Maughn and hears something 
of the other side of the story. Reflecting 
on how near has been her own escape from 
a similar humiliation, Mary welcomes the 
outcast Amber into her own home.

" at Johns Hopkins University, it is prob- 
able that there is a glimmering of scientif- 
lc sense to the tremendous hypothecation 
which the authors have invoked to rock the 
earth. It makes little difference, no differ- 
ence in fact, to the layman whether there 
is any scientific reality in a story of this 
kind for the simple, effective, all-sufficient 
reason that laymen aren't equipped with a 
knowledge of abstruse physics or chemistry, 
and can’t distinguish between the plausible 
and the impossible. In fiction is an ex- 
tremely poor place to incorporate a scien- 
tific treatise; and all the scientific jargon 
involving “radium, uranium, thorium, ac- 
tinlum.“ atomic energy,” “tungsten spiral in 
a nitrogen atmosphere,” “quartz bulb with 
a capsule of zircorundum” means nothing 
to the average reader. 

The story of “The Man Who Rocked the 
Earth” shows that Mr. Train and Mr. Wood 
are poor prophets. They lead off by tell- 
ing what happened in the war by July, 1916. 
Forthwith we are introduced by wireless to 
a mysterious gentleman signing himself 
“Pax,” who, from some corner of Labra- 
dor, controls the forces of nature. He 18. 
sues a warning to all the world that unless 
peace is established forthwith he will shift 
the earth and put Germany at the North 
Pole—freeze the Germans into pacifists. 
As evidence of his power he makes it snow 
at Washington in August, drains an ocean 
into the Sahara desert and lengthens the 
day five minutes; also he floats around over 
the earth in a tremendous airship from 
which he shoots lightning rays that knock 
mountains off their base. 

The nations are frightened. An armis- 
tice is declared, which of course, the ras- 
auy Wermans violate. fax is terribiy m- 
dignant and wreaks summary vengeance 
from his private supply of lightning. How- 
ever, the earth isn’t shifted on its axis, 
but intrepid American scientists discover 
his secrets. 

Before closing their story, Mr. Train and 
Mr. Wood very considerately form a worid 
federation and establish as inviolate “The 
Law of Humanity,” abolish war forever, 
and allow all nations to grow “rich beyond 
the imaginations of men.”

PRO-GERMAN, 


WITH THB GERMAN ARMING IN THE WHST. 
„ By Sven Hedin. John Lane Company, New 
York and London, 


HEN convenient, the Kaiser should 
W award Mr. John Lane, who is an 

English publisher with an American 
house, an iron cross for bringing out Sven 
Hedin’s book. It has taken a deal of cour- 
age and considerable risk; for Sven Hedin 
is of a neutral country, is known as a re 
Mable author and explorer; he was given 
the freedom of the German camps, dined 
with the Kaiser and was the guest of the 4 
Crown Prince, and he tells a story vastly 
different from that which has been drummed 
by censored dispatches into the ears of 
Englishmen and Americans. 

The rare ability of the British corre- 
spondent to lie for the deprecation of his 
country’s enemy is unquestioned; the cen- 
sorial discretion which allows no item, no 
matter how truthful, favorable to the ene 
my to be printed is understood; the avidity 
with which every manner of barbarity is 
attributed to German soldiers is recognized 
as the natural perversion of patriotism. But 
when Sven Hedin calls upon God to bear 
witness to the truth of the statement that 
he found no evidence of German cruelty, 
though he was with the army in Belgium, 
that he saw nothing at any time which did 
not reflect honor upon the manhood of the 
German troops, it is well to remember that 
Sven Hedin could not have politely looked 
for those things which he did not see and 
which, it seems sensible to believe, the 
guest of the Crown Prince would not want 
to see—especially if he hoped ever to re 
visit Germany. 

But, aside from the controversial fea- 
tures, the book is the first to give a “close 
up” picture of the German army in 
Any number of correspondents have written 
out their impressions, but this man for a 
time saw the war from behind the curtain, 
he was attended by staff officers, his every 
question was answered, and his curtosity 
satisfied. He spent much time with French 
and English prisoners and reports that they 
were well rece!ved, well treated and were 
the treatment, though the 
French especially showed distress at being 
unable longer to fight for their country. 
After meeting the Kaiser on several occa- 
sions the author is in a position to report 
that the war has not aged him, broken his 
spirit or impaired his vivacity. 

The book is interesting, indeed; and not 
the least interesting parts are those in 
which Mr. Hedin recites the pharisaism of 
England, tells of how the Crown Prince dis- 
tributed fron crosses before dinner, and the 
very superior way in which he, Mr. Hedin, 
im challenging sentries by flashing 
a pass signed by the Chief-of-Staff. 


AMONG THE WOUNDED. 


LD HOSPITAL AND FLYING COLUMN. Py 
Thurstan. GO. F. tnam’s Sons, New 
Tork. 


N THIS, the journal of an English Nurs- 
| ine Sister in Belgicm and Russia, one 

may get some idea of the life among the 
wounded as we!! as new descriptions of the 
personne!, equipment and management of | 
the different armies. 

Once again an Enelish pen reluctantly 
testifies to the superb equipment of the 
German army: but though the Germans 
were almost ideally prepared for the of 
the wounded. Miss Thurstan found the tur- 
geons and official rather heartless in their 
treatment of them. 

She records: “I heard from other ambu- 
lances that it was their experience as well 
as my own that the lightly-wounded were 
very well looked after, but the severely 
wounded were often very inconsiderately 


treated. They were no longer of use as 
fighting machines and only fit for the scrap- 
heap.” 

Also she testifies to the organized in- 
cendiarism of the German army in Belgium. 
saying that every German soldier had 3 
little hatchet and, when Charleroi was 
fired, they simply went down the street as 
if they had teen drilled to it for months. 
cutting a square hole in the panel of each 
door, and throwing a ball of celluloid filled 
with benzine inside. This exploded and set 
the house on fire, and later on the soldiers 
would return to see if it was burning well. 

After the Germans had securely occupied 
Belgium they discountenanced the service 
of the English nurses and exported them. 
As prisoners, deprived of their instruments 
and belongings, they were sent across Ger- 
many to Copenhagen. From that city Miss 
Thurstan made her way into Russia and 
was soon again at the front. 

She found the Russian hospital resources 
inadequate, the staff overworked, many of 
the nurses untrained, but that every one 
was conscientious and uncomplaining. The 
wounded were brought in great numbers to 
the improvised hospitals near the front, 
but as rapidly as possible sent on into the 
interior, Petrograd and Moscow. 

Miss Thrrstan recites many of her per- 
sonal experiences in Belgium, Germany and 
Russia, some of which are no less adven- 
turous than many of those told by soldiers 
whose business it is to get shot at. And, in 
view of the fact that she is patriitically 
English, she has written in a moderate tone 
of the Germans. 


REVOLUTIONIZES THEOLOGY.

LLEN UPWARD has been an observ- 
A ant traveler in that unsuspected bor- 

derland between paganism and Chris- 
tianity. With a reverence expanding be- 
yond the confines of any creed, he has 
sought to trace the “history of Christianity 
down to the time of Christ.” 

“To the thoughtful mind,” he writes, all 
history is sacred, and the whole world is 
a holy land in which man walks as in a 
garden planted by the hand of his Creator. 
: Of this Divine Mystery the Chris- 
tian gospel is a reflection in the heart and 
mind of man. It is an old, old story, retold 
from generation unto generation. Its words 
and signs are inherited from a primeval 
language, a true catholic speech, whose 
grammar is being recovered from the tombs 
and dust of prehistoric peoples, from the 
daily life of savage tribes, and from the 
tales that are still the Bible of the peasant 
and the child.” 

The poetic grace, swift contrasts and sus- 
tained, loftly tone, with which Mr. Upward 
expresses his incisive comments and pre- 
sents his amazing dedtctions has no par- 
allel in any book of a scientific or theologic 
nature that we have ever seen.

barbaric peoples. He finds that the Chris- 
tian communion service is a metaphysical 
adaptation of religious cannibalism; that 
such Christian hymns as embody “Wash 
Me in the Blood of the Lamb,” “There Is a 
Fountain Filled with Blood Drawn from 
Emmanual’s Veins,” are relics of the sav- 
age belief that a magical virtue was in the 
blood of the sacrificial victim. 

With judicial evidence he maintains that 
modern science is the result of the wiz 
ard’s effort to cheat his ellents; that the 
first temple was a tomb; that the crown of 
thorns is a symbol, not an instrument of 
torture; that the first gods were men, neu- 
rotic, geniuses; that savage religion was 
revolutionized by the discovery that the 
sun's heat was the cause of vegetable life— 
those and scores of other unsuspected or 
littieknown premises are set up and de- 
fended. 

If this book had appeared a generation 
ago, before Christianity lost much bigotry 
and superstition, it would have been to the- 
ology as the “Origin of Species” was to 
biology. Mr. Upward is a philologist and 
anthropologist too securely established for 
his opinions and deductions to be dismissed 
by scoffers’ expletives. He meets theolo- 
gians with ethnological facts that cannot 
sensibly be ignored. 


WITH TIMBER CRUISERS. 


THE LOG OF A TIMBER CRUISER. By William 
Pinkney Lawson. Duffleld Co, New York. 


Ts troubles and humor that make lite 
interesting; without humor to appre 
ciate trovbles they would be tragedies. 

Take Horace {| + instance. Horace gets 
about three times more space given over to 
him than any other of the “cruisers” making 
the notable run of Silver City. Horace 


would irritate a mummy; he irritated the 


other members of the party unspeakably. 
But we enjoy him. Frasier, the chief, may 
be the best man in the forest service, but 
when it comes to being interesting, Fraz- 
lers astounding efficiency doesn't compare 
with Horace’s sincere egotism, with Hor- 
ace’s bungling and bragging. The author 
saw the humor in Horace’s lack of it and 
some of the bits in “The Log of a Timber 
Cruiser” are sidesplitting. How Mark 
Twain would have rejoiced in inspecting 
Horace! 

Consider this: When Horace ig soberly 
bathing in some two feet of water «a 
small party of beautiful campers suddenly 
debouch upon him. Back!“ he cried 
boarsely, his anguish manifest in an un- 
natural intonation. ‘Back! Don't you see 
I'm here?? But looking neither to the 
right nor the left, the fair campers passed 
sedately by him with no sign of recogniz- 
ing Horace’s existence—greatly to his 
amazement. 

Horace eats too much and is forcibly put 
on a diet; he thinks the cook should wait 
on him and listens awestricken to the 
fluent and molten remarks from the cook on 
the subject. Yes, indeed, Horace is inter 
esting. But perhaps he is not to blame. He 
is wealthy, his father is a Senator and 
Horace has about the same idea of himself 
as is incuicated in a Prussian Prince. 

The book, however, doesn’t devote all, 
nor the major portion of its attention to 
Horace. In it we learn of how timber cruis- 
ers work, of thelr dangers, pleasures; also 
something of woodcraft and considerable of 
the forestry service. Something like a 
hundred illustrations from photographs are 
also included, and Mr. Lawson has success- 
fully written with the idea of keeping the 
reader interested. 

EVOLUTION OF THE SONG. 
THE SONG. By George PF. Upten. A. C. MeClurg 
& Co., Chicago 


N DESCRIBING the birth, evolution and 
functions of the song, Mr. Upton has writ- 
ten a volume unique in its interest, one 

disclosing the often picturesque origins of 
many songs that have come down to us on a 
flow of popularity extending, actually, over 
centuries. 

Prefatorily the author says he has sought 
to trace the various functions of song, and 
attempted to explain why some of the sim- 
plest of the old songs live on, generation 
after generation, as fresh and forceful as 
when they were written, while so many of 
the higher and more elaborate musical forms 
perish or are soon forgotten. He points out 
that the song is of necessity simple because 
its influence begins in childhood, “it carries 
with it the marvelous power of association, 
and ita magic vibrates the tender chords of 
memory . a little oldtime melody we 
may not have heard for years will revive 
sensations and memories, and its magic 
vibrates the tender chords of memory.” 

Love songs, those of sentiment, patriotic 
songs, drinking and hunting songs, as well 
as those of a sacred nature receive atten- 
tion. It is interesting, but in no sense 
gratifying to learn that the tune of our na- 
tional anthem was written for an English 
drinking song. Mr. Upton regretfully points 
out that the music for all of our patriotic 
songs have been borrowed from other lands. 

One of the most timely features of the 
book is the inclusion of the patriotic songs 
that the present war hgs brought forth in 
the various nations. Relative to It's a Long 
Way to Tipperary,” he writes: It is inter- 
esting to note that it is claimed that the 
British battle song was written in this coun- 
try three years ago by one Harry Williams, 
as a vaudeville skit, which, if true, would 
offset our ‘Starepangied’ melody, written 
nearly two hundred years ago for English 
tavern orgi¢s.

SCIENCE PROGRESS. 
Coal Tar Explosives. 
{Youth's Companion:}) The re- 


markable destructive power of modern 
guns, Which are able in & brief time 
te wreck the forts was 
made possible mainly by the recent 
Giscovery of certain new kinds of high 
| explosives derived from coal tar. They 
are “insensitive”; that is, they are so 
peluctant to explode that they are as 

to handle as corn meal or bak- 
; power. Shells filled with them can 
“pass through the thickest armor with- 
bursting—withstanding both the 
Shock of impact and the enormous 
Dent generated. Not until the shells 
| fave penetrated the armor are they 
. Get off by the fuses they carry. 

It is that power to penetrate before 
| bursting that gives the projectiles their 
| formidable character as destroyers of 
permanent structures. When they 
finally do explode they cause whole- 
, gale ruin, for the great volume of gases 

suddenly set free can make room for 
Melt only by a wide dispersal of the 
'gurrounding material, whether it 
| gtone, or cement, or what not. 

From coal tar are obtained such 
| substances as benzene and toluene, 
| Which, treated with nitric acid, makes 
| explosives of the insensitive kind. One 
lef them, called T. N. T.“ (short for 

trinitrotoluene.) has been largely 
‘used by the Germans in the present 
‘war for filling shells. 
In accounts of the fighting that is 
mow going on in Europe, you read of 
‘the use of melinite by the French. and 
of lyddite by the British. The Japa- 
hese, in their recent attack on the 
Hermans in China, used Shimose. All 
“three of these high explosives are one 
and the same thing: namely, picric 
aci4, which is derived from coal tar, 
and which is melted and poured into 
the projectiles. 
Eiectricity’s ‘Passage Through 
{Boston Transcript:] Exactly how 
@lectricity passes through metals is a 
,@iMicult question on which to express 
a definite opinion, notwithstanding the 
@esentially commonplace nature of the 
nomenon. Electricians and physic- 
have been evolving theories on 
subject for years past. The earlier 
theortes of metallic conduction as- 
leumed the current to be carried by 
‘gtoms of the metal charged with elec- 
tricity. These theories failed because 
was found that there was no move- 
ment of the atoms with the current. 
The Subject was at a standstill until 
the discovery of corpuscles, or elec- 
trons, showed that electricity could be 
‘carried by other bodies besides atoms. 
Theories were developed which sup- 
posed that metals had free electrons 
@Gisseminated through them, and that 
ese carried the current. This point 
of view is very attractive, because it 
ounts not only for metallic conduc- 
om. but also for the close connection 
Between the conductivities for heat 
#@ectricity, which is a striking feature 
for pure metals, and also for the 
thermo-electric properties of metals. 


Metals at Absolute zero. 


{Springfield Rerublican:] How 
Kamertingh Onnes of Leyden 
obtained the large supply of helium 
that has made possible his ex- 
rdinary demonstrations of the 
properties of metals at temperatures 
Verging on absolute zero was told re- 
Sently to a Brooklyn Institute audience 
| by Prof. Robert W. Wood of Johns 
Hopkins University, Helium is very 
ware, so rare that a bulb of gas no 
Bigger than a hen's egg costs $5, and 
there is probably not a laboratory in 
America that possesses more than 
enough to inflate a child's toy balloon. 
Prof. Onnes needed a large quantity 
for his experiments; if he had set out 


the world’s supply. The American 
Welsbach Company, recognizing the 
scientific importance of Onnes'’s ex- 
periments and having one of the very 
tew factories using the materials out 
of which helium could be extracted, 
made about 500 liters of the gas es- 
pecially for Prof. Onnes and sent it to 
him in a hu steel bomb as a gift. 
It is this 600 liters that has enabled 
the Leyden professor to make the ex- 
periments around absolute zero. 


Absolute sero is that point at 
which a substance possesses no heat 
whatsoever and at which a pure gas 
would cease to exert pressure. It is 
supposed to be somewhere around 
280 degrees centigrade. Helium gas 
ligquefies at about 15 degrees above 
absolute sero, a temperature much 
lower than even hydrogen, which 
liquefies at —252 centigrade. 

One of the most important discov- 
eries made by Prof. Onnes with lique- 
fied helium was that the resistance of 
metais to electricity almost vanishes 
as they approach absolute zero. For 
example, a thread of mercury little 
bigger than a hair conducts a current 
of électricity that melts a bar of cop- 
per halt an inch thick. He believes 
that at absolute zero there would be 
no resistance whatever to the elec- 
tric current, so that enough to light 
and heat New York, to run all its fac- 
tories and all its care could be car- 
ried by the finest wire. 


Wireless in the Sahara. 
[Boston Transcript:] There has 
been a great increase in wireless 


telegraphy as shown in the latest 
radio signal book, “Radio Stations of 
the World.” Twelve years ago a com- 
plete list of all ships and shore sta- 
tions filled only five pages of about 
the same size as the 200 pages now 
necessary for the list. At present 
there are 7000 ship stations. These 
require more than 15,000 licensed 
radio men to operate them, while 
more than 1000 land stations with a 
working force of 3200 men are re- 
quired to handle the business which 
originates on board, or for these 
vessels. These 1000 land stations are 
scattered all over the world from the 
Arctic to the Antarctic, in the tropics, 
the jungles of South America, Africa, 
and India, in the Far East and in the 
Far West, even in the middle of the 
Sahara desert. In addition to the 
commercia! stations the records of the 
United States licensed amateur sta- 
tions show that about 2000 amateurs 
have been licensed in the last few 
years to operate their own stations. 
This number is a small percentage of 
the total amateur stations scattered 
throughout the country, as several 
thousand of them are o ted un- 
der conditions which do not require 
a license. 
Why Is Bad Air? 

{Baltimore American:] Air is bad, 
when it is overheated, when it con- 
taing an excess of moisture, and when 
it is chemically contaminated. This 
is the conclusion of the New York 
State Commission on Ventilation, as 
summarized by Prof. C. KE. A. Win- 
slow, chairman, in the official organ 
of The National Association for the 
Study and Prevention of Tuberculo- 
sis. 


Prof. Winslow shows that while it 
has been a matter of common belief 
for a long time that stagnant air was 
bad for the body, until recently no 
one knew why this was so. The New 
York State Commission on Ventila- 
tion has definitely proven two counts 
againat bad air, one of them for the 
first time in history, and will prob- 
ably prove others later on. 

The first indictment against bad 
air shows that an increase in temper:- 
ture beyond the normal 70 degrees 
produces serious derangement of the 
vaso-motor mechanism of the body,

In the commission's experi- 
ments the people living in fresh air 
ate 4% to 13 per cent. more than 
those living in stagnant air.

A Mother, or Station Ship, has also 
been Provided as a Supply Base 
for the Under-water Craft, and 
for the Relief of Injured Craft and 
Their Salvage When Sunken. 


{Scientific American:] Eight years 
ago the Flat-San Giorgio startled the 
naval world by turning out submarines 
capable of making fourteen knots an 
hour on the surface. Since then they 
have shown engineering initiative in 
inventing and building a special type 
of dock designed for the testing of 
submarines at the surface, but simu- 
lating all of the hydrostatic conditions 
incident to deep submergences, thus 
doing away with the uncertain charac- 
teristic of the ordinary method of 
testing these boats for water tightness 
by lowéring them, without any one 
aboard to locate leaks, in waters 200 
feet deep. The Laurenti dock has al- 
ready proven its value in Italy. 

Now, the same ve firm has 
designed and built an extremely novel 
mother, or station ship, for subma- 
rines, and again the Italian engineers 
have blazed the way. This new craft is 
at once a supply base, a place for the 
refreshment of the wearied crews of 
submarines, a repair base, a testing 
and drydock and a speedy salvage ves- 
sel capable of raising one of her 
sunken flotilla and able to carry the 
injured craft into port. Other nations 
have salvage ships for submarines, 
but there their utility commonly 
ends, and besides, they are clumsy 
and of very moderate radius ef action 
and speed. 

As basis for this many-sided ad- 


junct to submarine 

flotilla of six submersibles, each of 
about 870 tons submerged disp 
ment, the idea being that while four 
of the boats should be actively en- 
gaged, two could be held in reserve 
and made thoroughly fit for relieving 
their active sister craft. Thus, if oc- 
casion required, all six of the sub- 
mersibles could be sent to sea, but 
under normal circumstances a third 
of the force could be undergoing re- 
pairs or receiving any other attention 
which the exigencies of their duties 


might impose, 
The mother ship in question is a 


craft having a normal sea-going dis- 
placement of about 3000 tons, capable 
of developing a sustained maximum 
sea speed of fourteen knots an hour, 
and at a cruising speed of ten knots 
an hour carrying sufficient fuel to 
give her a radius of action of 4000 
miles. The vessel is fitted with twin 
screws, and each shaft is actuated 
by a heavy oil Diesel motor develop- 
ing something like 1100 horse power, 
these motors using the same fuel as 
that which she carries in her supply 
tanks for refilling the fuel cham- 
bers of the submarines. Indeed, the 
idea is that the men qualifying for 
submarine service shall first learn the 
management of the mother ship’s in- 
ternal combustion engines by way of 
a preliminary training, the operation 
of the motora for the under-water 
boats being substantially identical. 
In order to save the motive. mech- 
anisms of the submersibles as far as 
possible, the mother ship will charge 
the batteries of the submarines as 
well as fill their tanks with com- 
pressed air, and will hold in reserve 
enough cells completely to refit two 
submarines in a few hours. The sta- 
tion ship will have a machine shop and 
foundry provided with facilities that 
will make possible all ordinary re- 
pairs, and she will carry a large sup- 
ply of reserve fittings in addition to 
a store of thirty-six torpedoes. The 
mother ship has a battery of six pow- 
erful rapid-fire guns and should be 
quite strong enough to hold off a flo- 
tilla of destroyers. The mother ship 
will have a complement of 131, and in 
addition ample accommodations on

The ship has two hulls, the outer 


lace-| one of homogeneous iron and the in- 


ner and cylindrical hull of high tensile 
steel. This inner hull is really a Lau- 
renti testing dock. This tubular struc- 
ture has an over-all length of 210 
feet and a diameter of 23 feet, with 
available space for the housing, test- 
ing and repairing of a submersible 
190 feet long. The forward end of 
this ship encased dock is permanently 
sealed, but the after-end is provided 
with a globular caisson which can be 
removed and swung aside so as to flood 
the cylinder and to admit a submarine. 
The under-water boat reaches this 
dock entrance from the stern of the 
mother ship, which at that point is 
of a catamaran build. 

For salvage duty, the mother ship 
is equipped with a number of power- 
ful windlasses for lifting a sunken 
submarine. In ‘addition to these, she 
carries two special boats for diving 
service, and, of course, all of the need- 
ful suits and apparatus for the divers 
themselves. The loss of the F-4 and 
the manner in which the salving of 
that craft has limped should empha- 
size our own need of a mother ship or 
mother ships patterned after the sort 
the talians have given to the world.
